EOPLE who get used to doing small things never have the urge or in ­ 
centive to attem pt big things. 
The fascination In doing comes by 
attem pting things th a t look impossible. 
More people fail in attem pting 
big things than in the doing of small things, because the early failures in 
the attem pting to do big things instill further effort. T hus it is th a t we 
have big doers in the world. 
Repeated attem pts to do something th at seems impossible eventually 
bring about success. Easy tasks soon lose their appeal. But difficult tasks 
always spur one on. Vision is enlarged. 
Im agination is aroused. 
Fear 
and danger grow less as agencies of failure. 
Learn by forever attem pting! 
The untried always fascinates. Otherwise we would have little of im­ 
provement and advancement. Those who do big things with such appar­ 
ent ease and confidence have behind them a background of experience 
which includes a m ultitude of successes in small affairs and as great a 
m ultitude of failures in the attem pting of big things. But those with the 
will to do and to achieve count m any a failure as success. 
Most of us who stumble do so because of fear—fear th a t we may not 
succeed. But by attem pting, again and again, we learn to climb and to 
gain the heights! 
I think it was Browning who brought out the idea th a t our reach 
should exceed our grasp—or else w hat is Heaven for? 
Just at the moment when we feel most like quitting—then we should 
go on. I t’s always the sign of growing pains! 
W hat if Edison had stopped attem pting after failure after failure in 
his search for a light through electricity? W hat if Henry Ford had sa t­ 
isfied himself with just a plaything as his first gas engine proved work­ 
able? W hat if Bell, George Stephenson, Westinghouse—and a thousand 
others—had been content to let their early attem pts a t invention die 
upon their hands?

ITALIAN LEAVES 
LEAGUE SESSION 


Alosis Makes (Hood Threat to 
Abstain From Discussions 
About Ethiopia. 


Geneva, 
Sept. 
6 
(AP).—Baron 
Pompeo Aloisi, of Italy, made good 
his threat to abstain from any in­ 
ternational 
discussion 
to 
which 
Ethiopia is a party by walking out 
of the League of Nations council 
session Thursday night. 
He left when Prof. Gaston Jeze, 
representing Ethiopia, began a reply 
to the indictm ent of Ethiopia voiced 
by Aloisi Wednesday. 
A substitute 
remained, but withdrew almost im ­ 
mediately. 
There followed in quick succession 
an Italian characterization of the 
Jeze remarks as "defamatory and 
insulting," a request th at the session 
be suspended until Aloisi could talk 
by telephone to 
Premier 
Benito 
Mussolini and action by President 
Ruiz Gulnazu, of Argentina, ad ­ 
journing the session. 
Meanwhile the labor unions’ steer­ 
ing committee of the International 
Federation of Trade Unions, con­ 
ferring in the thick of the tense G e­ 
neva atmosphere, drew up a reso­ 
lution pledging the support of or­ 
ganized labor to the League of Na­ 
tions in anvthing the league may 
do to throttle a war in Africa—even 
if it means sanctions and "sanctions 
are aaswered with war.” 
The resolution is expected to be 
passed by the federation’s executive 
committee today, with an interna­ 


tional boycott of Italian goods, la­ 
bor leaders said, may be discussed. 
The adjournm ent of the council 
session did not come, however, be­ 
fore Maxim LitvinofT, of Russian, 
had told the council th at the league 
Is confronted by the direct menace 
of miltiary operations. 
Italy does 
not deny this, he said; Italy con­ 
firms it. 
LitvinofT urged the league to act. 
He criticized the methods employed 
by Italy. 
He insisted m ilitary op­ 
erations should be restricted to de­ 
fense of one’s country when a t­ 
tacked.
